THE PREFACE. 


eR Dere was neuer any thing by the wit of man fo well 
fe] Deuifed, or fo furelp eſtabliſhed, which (in continuace 
ot time) bath not been corrupted: as (emong other 
thinges) it may plainly appere by the common prap- 
a N ers in the Churhe, commonipe called diuine feruice: 
. the firſte originall and grounde whereof, if a manne 
i woulde kearche out by the auncient fathers, be thall 
~ finde that thefame was not ordeyned, but of a good pur⸗ 
pole, and for a great aduauncement of godlines: For they fo ordred the mat⸗ 
ter, that all the whole Bible (or the greateſt parte thereof) ſhould be read 
ouer once in the peare, intendyng thereby, that the Cleargie, and ſpecially 
fuche as were Miniſters of the congregacion, ſhould (by often readyng and 
meditacion of Gods worde) be ſtirred vp to godlines themfelfes, and be 
more able alto to exhorte other by wholfome doctrine, and to confute them 
that were aduerfaries to the trueth. And further, that the people (by daily 
hearyng of holy ſcripture read in the Churche) ſhould continuallye profite 
more and more in the knowlege of God, and bee the more inflamed with the 
loue of his true religion. But thefe many peares paſſed this Godly and 
decent ordre of the auncient fathers, bath bee fo altered, broken, and neg⸗ 
lected, by planting in vncertein ſtories, Legedes, Relpondes, Ceries, vaine 
repeticions, Commemoracions and Spnodalles, that commonly when any 
boke of the Bible was begon: before three or koure Chapiters were read out, 
all the reſt were vnread. And in this forte, the boke of Elaie was begon in 
Aduent, and the booke of Geneſis in Septuageüma: but they were onelp 
begon, and neuer read thorow. After a like forte wer other bokes of holy 
{cripture vied, And moreouer, where as f. Paule would haue tuche lan⸗ 
guage ſpoken to the people in the churche, as they mighte vnderſtande and 
haue profite by hearyng thefame: the feruice in this Churche of England 
(thete many yeares) bath been read in Latin to the people, whiche they vnder⸗ 
ſtoode not, fo that they haue heard with theyr eares onely: ¢ their hartes, 
ſpirite and minde, haue not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwith⸗ 
ſtandyng that the auncient fathers had deuided the pfalmes into feuen por- 
cions: wherot euery one was called a nocturne: now ok late tyme a fetwe of 
them haue been dailye taped (and ofte repeated) and the reſt vttexly omitted. 
Moreouer, the nobre ¢ hardnes of the rules called the pie, and the manikolde 
chaunginges of the feruice, was the caute, p to turne the boke onlye, was fo 
hard and intricate a matter, that many times, there was more bufines to tynd 
out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was kounde out. 

Thete inconueniences therfore confidered: here is tet furth fuche an ordre, 
whereby thefame thalbe redrelled. And for a readines in this matter, here 
is drawen out a Kalendar for that purpofe, whiche is plaine and ealy to be 
vnderſtanded, wherin (fo muche as maie be) the readyng of holy fcripture is 
fo fet furthe, that all thynges hall bee doen in ordre, without breakyng one 
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THE PREFACE. 


piece therof from another. For this caufe be cut of anthemes, Retpondes, 
Inuitatories, and fuche like thynges, as did breake the continuall courte of 
the readyng of the ſcripture. Pet becaufe there is no remedy, but that of 
neceflitie there muſt be ſome rules: therfore certaine rules are here fet furth, 
whiche as they be kewe in nobre : fo they be plaine and eafpto be vnderſtanded. 
So y here pou haue an ordre for praier (as touchyng the readyng of holy 
{cripture) muche agreable to the mynde e purpofe of the olde fathers, and 
a greate Deale more profitable and commodious, then that whiche of late was 
vied, It is more profitable, becaute here are left out many thynges, whereot 
fome be vntrue, fome vncertein, fome vain and {uperfticious: and is ordeyned 
nothyng to be read, but the very pure worde of God, the holy {criptures, or 
that whiche is euidently grounded vpon thefame: and that in fuche a lan⸗ 
guage ¢ ordre, as is moſte eaſy ¢ plain for the vnderſtandyng, bothe of the 
readers and hearers. It is alſo more cõmodious, bothe kor the ſhortnes thereof, 
¢ for the plaines of the ordre, ¢ for that the rules be kewe c ealy. Further⸗ 
more by this orde, the curates thal nede none other bookes for their publique 
feruice, but this boke à the Bible: by the meanes wherok, thepeople hall 
not be at fo great charge for bookes, as in tyme paſt they haue been. 

And where heretofore, there hath been great Diuerfitie in faping and lyng⸗ 
ing in churches within this realme: fome kolowyng Salsbury vie, fome iber- 
ford vfe, tome the ofe of Bangor, fome of Borke, ¢ fome of Lincolne: Mow 
from becefurth, all the whole realme ſhallhaue but one vle. And if any would 
iudge this waye more painfull, becaufe that all thynges muſt be read vpõ the 
boke, where as before by the reaton of fo often repeticion, they could ſaye 
many thinges by heart: it thole men will waye their labor, with the profitein 
knowlege, whiche dayely they ſhal obtein by readyng vpon the boke, they will 
not refute the papn, in conſderacion of the greate profite that thall entue 
therok. 

And forfomuche as nothyng can, almofte, be fo plainly fet furth, but 
doubtes maie rife in the vle ¢ practiſyng of the fame: to appeate all ſuche 
diuerſtie (if any arite) and for the refolucion of all doubtes, concernyng the 
maner how to vnderſtande, do, and execute the thynges conteygned in this 
booke: the parties that fo doubt, or diuerſly take any thyng, hall alwaye 
reforte to the Biſhop of the Diocefe, who by his dilcrecion ſhall take ordre 
for the quietyng and appealyng of thefame: fo that thefame ordre be not 
contrarp to any thyng conteigned in this boke. 


e Though it be appointed in the afore written preface, that al thinges 
ſhalbe read and fog in the churche, in the Englithe tongue, to thende p the 
congregacion maie be therby edified: pet it is not meant, but when men 
fape Matins and Euentong priuatelpe, they mape faie thefame in any 
language that they themtelues do vnderſtande. Meither that anye man 
ſhalbe bound to the faping of them, but fuche as from tyme to tyme, in 
Cathedrall and Collegiate Churches, Pariſhe Churches, and Chapelles 
to thefame annexed, ſhall ferue the congregacion.

bre in this Table, and vpon that noumbre ſhall pou fe, what Plalmes ſhalbe 
fapd at Matyns, and Euenlong. 


And where the. C. xix. JOfalme is deuided into. xxii. porcions, and is ouer 
long to be red at one tyme: it is fo ordered that at one tyme ſhall not be red 
aboue iii. or v. of the faied porcions, as pou ſhall perceiue to be noted in 
this Table.

Nd it came to paſſe, when Felus had finiſhed all 
thele ſayinges, he fapd vnto his diſciples: ye 
knowe that after two dayes ſhalbe Eaſter, and the 
fonneof man ſhalbe deliuered ouer to bee truciſied. 
Then aflembled together the chiefe Prieſtes, and the 
Scribes, and the Elders of the people vnto the palace of 
the high prieſt (which was called Cayphas) and helde a 
counſayl that they might take Jelus by ſubteltie, and kill 
him.

hen Jelus was in Bethany in the houle of Simon 
the Leper, there came vnto hym a woman hauyng an Ala⸗ 
baſter boxe of precious oyntment, and powred it on his 
head, as he fate at the bourde. But when his dilciples 
ſawe it, they had indignacion, faping: whereto ferueth 
this wat: This oyntment might haue been well folde d 
geuen to the poore. Then Jelus vnderſtode that, he layd 
vnto them: why trouble pe the woman: for the hath 
wrought a good worke vpon me. For pe haue the poore al- 
— Wwapes with vou: but me pe ſhall not haue alwayes. And 
in that the bath caſt this oyntment on my body, fhe did it 
to bury me. Uerelp J fay vnto pou: wherloeuer this got- 
pell ſhalbe preached in al the worlde, there ſhall allo this 
that ſhe hath done, be tolde for a memoriall of her. Then 
one of the rit. ( whiche was called Judas Ilcarioth) went 
vnto the chiefe prieſtes, and layd vnto them: what will 
pe geue me, and J will deltuer hym vnto you. And they ap⸗ 
pointed vnto him xxx. pieces of ſiluer. And from that 
tyme furth he fought oportunitie to betray hym. The firſt 
day of ſwete bread, the dilciples came to Jelus, laying 
vnto him: where wilt thouthat we prepare for thee, toeate 
the Pafleouers And he layd: Go into the citie, to fuche a 
man, ¢ fap vnto him, the Maiſter fapth: my tyme is at 
hand, J will kepe my Eaſter by thee with my diſciples. 
And the ditciples did as Jelus had appointed them, and 
they made ready the paſſeouer. „ dere e 
Then the euen was come, he late doune with ther. And 
as they did eate, he layd or J {ay vnto een 
it 2 
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one of you ſhall betray me. And they were exceding ſorow⸗ 
ful, and began euery one of them to fay vnto hym: Lorde, 
is it Jz he anfwered and fapd: he that dippeth his had 
with me in the diſhe, thelame ſhal betrave me. The tonne 
of man truely goeth, as it is written of hym: but woe vnto 
that man, by whom the fonne of man is betrayed. It had 
been good for that man, if he had not been borne. Then 
Judas, which betraied him, anfwered and layd: Maiſter, 
is it I: He ſaid vnto him: thou bak layd. Then they were 
eatyng, Jelſus toke bread, and when he had geuen thankes, 
he brake it and gaue it to the ditciples, t ſayd: Take, eat, 
this is my body. And he tooke the tuppe, and thanked, and 
gaue it them, faving: drinke pe all of this: For this is 
my bloud (whiche is of the newe teſtament) that is ſhed 
for many, for the remiſſion of lynnes. But J lay vnto vou: 
J will not drinke hencefurth of this fruite of the vyne tree, 
vntyll that day when Jſhall drynke it newe with vou, in my 
fathers kyngdome. And when they had layd grace, they 
went out vnto mount Oliuete. Chen fapth Fetus vnto 
them: all pe ſhalbe offended becaule of me this night. For 
it is written: J will {mpte the ſhepherde, and the ſhepe of 
the flocke ſhalbe ſcattered abroade: but after Jam rylen 
again, J will go before vou into Galilee. Peter anfwered 
and {apd vnto him: though all men be offended becaule of 
thee, pet wil not J be offended. Jelus fapd vnto hym: 
verely J fay vnto thee, that in this fame night before th 
cocke crowe: thou ſhalt deny me thrife. Peter layd vnto 
him: yea, though J ſhould dye with thee, pet will J not 
deny thee: lykewyle alto ſaid all the difcip les. 
Then came Felus with the vnto a farmeplace, (which 
is called Gethlemane) and fayd vnto the dilciples: 
ve here, whyle J go and pray vonder. And he tooke 
him peter and the two ſonnes of zebede, and began to wa 
forowfull and heauy. Then layd Felus vnto the: My 
foule is heauy euen vnto the death: Carp pe here and 
watche with me. And he went a litle farther and fel 
on his face, and prayed, laying: O mp father if 
poſſible, let this cup paſſe from me: neuertheleffe, n 
Jwill, but as thou wilt. And he came onto the di 
and found them a flepe, and {apd vnto Peter: wha 
pe not watche with me one houre⸗ watche and pray 
pe entre not into temptacton: the ſpirite is wil 
the fleſhe is weake. He went away once againe an 
faping: O my father, pf this cup may not pa 
fro me except J drinke of it, thy wil be fulfylled: e 
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came & found them a flepe agayne, for their eyes were 
heauy. And he left them, and went againe and prayed the 
third tyme, faping thefame woordes. Then cometh he 
to his difciples, and fapth vnto them: Slepe on now d 
take pour reſt. Behold, the houre is at hand, and the 
fonne of man is betraped into the handes of ſynners. 
Ryle, let vs be goyng: behold, he is at hand that doth 
betray me. 

While he pet ſpake: lo, Judas one of the nombre of 
the xii. came, and with hym a great multitude with 
ſweordes and ſtaues {ent from the chief prieſtes and elders 
of the people. But he that betrayed hym, gaue them a 
token, laying: whomloeuer J kyſſe, thefame is he, holde 
bpm faſt. And furthwith he came to Fetus, and fayd: 
hayle Maiſter, ⁊ kyſled him. And Jelus layd vnto hym: 
frend, wherfore art thou comes Then came they and layde 
handes on Felus, and toke him. And beholde, one of them 
whiche were with Fetus, ſtretched out his hand and drew 
his worde, and ſtroke a feruaunt of the bye Prieſt, and 
{mote of his care. Then layd Jelus vnto hym: put vp thy 
lworde into the ſheath, for all they that take the lworde, 
ſhall periſhe with the fworde. Thynkeſt thou that I can- 
not nowe pray to my father, and he ſhall geue me euen nowe 
more then rij. legions of Angelles⸗ But howe then ſhall 
the {criptures bee fulfylled⸗ For thus muſt it be. In that 
fame houre fapd Fetus to the multitude: ve be come out 
as it were to a thefe with lwordes and ſtaues, for to take 
me. J fate dayly with pou teaching in the temple, and 
pe tooke me not. But all this is done that the {criptures 
of the Prophetes might be fulfilled. Then all the dtict- 
ples forſoke him, and fled. And they toke Jelus td led him 
to Cayphas the hve Prieſt, where the Scribes and the 
Elders were aſſembled. 5 

Wut Peter folowed hym a far of vnto the hyve prieſtes 
palace: and went in and fate with the leruauntes to fee 
thende. The chiefe prieſtes d the elders and all the coun⸗ 
{atl fought falſe wytneſſe againſt Jelus (for to put hym 
to Death) but found none: pea, when many falle wytneſles 
tame, pet found they none. At the laſte came ij. kalle 
wytneſtes, t ſayd: This felow fapyd: J am able to deſtroy 
the temple of God, and to buylde it agatne in. i. dayes. 
And the chiefe prieſt arofe, æ ſayd vnto him: auntwerett 
thou nothing: Wby do thele beare wytnes againſt thee⸗ 
But Fetus helde his peace. And the chiefe prieſt aun- 
ſwered c ſayd vnto hym. Icharge thee by the lyuing oe 
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that thou tel vs, whether thou be Chriſt the fonne of God. 
Jelus ſayd vnto hym: thou haſt ſayd. Meuertheleſſe Flap 
Into you: hereafter ſhall pe fee the fonne of man fitting 
on the right hand of power, d comming in the cloudes of 
the ſkye. Then the hye prieſt rent his clothes, faping: 
he hath ſpoken blaſphemy, what nede we of any mo wyt⸗ 
neſles⸗ Behold, now ye haue heard his blaſphemy: what 
thinke pes They auntwered and layd: he is worthy to 
dye. Then did they {ppt in his face, ¢ buffeted him with 
fyſtes. And other {mote him on the face with the palme 
of theyr handes, faping: tel vs thou Chriſt, who is he 
that {mote thee: Peter fate without in the palace, and a 
damolel came to him, faping: thou alſo waſt with Felus 
of Galile: but he denied before the al, faping: J wot not 
what thou ſayeſt. Wiben he was gone out into the porche, 
another wenche fawe him, & fapd vnto them that were 
there: This felow was allo with Fetus of Nazareth. 
And agapne he denied with an othe, laying: J do not 
know the man. And after a while came vnto him they 
that ſtode by, and ſayd vnto Peter: furelp thou art euẽ 
one of the, for thy ſpeche bewrapeth thee. Then began he 
to curfle and to ſweare, that he knewe not the man. And 
immediatly the cocke krewe. And Peter remembred the 
worde of Jelu, whiche ſayd vnto him: before the cocke 
krow, thou ſhalt deny me thrife: and he went out and 
wept bitterlv. ee 
NUhen the mornyng was come, all the chiefe prieftes 

the elders of the people helde a coufatll againſt Fetus, to 
put bpm to death, e brought him bound, ¢ deltuered hym 
vnto Poncius Pylate the deputie. Then Judas (whiche 
had betrayed hym) ſeyng that he was cõdemned, re 
himſelfe, and brought againe the. xxx. plates o 
to the chief prieſtes and elders, faping: J haue ſynned 
betraying the innocent bloud. And they layd: what ts 
that to vs⸗ Se thou to that. And he caſt downe the filue: 
plates in the temple, and departed, and went and hãge 
ſelfe. And the chief Prieſtes toke the filuer plates, 
It is not lawfull for to put them into the treature, betauſe 
it is the price of bloud. And thei toke councell and bought 
with them a potters felde to burie ſtraungers in. Wheres 
fore the felde is called Haceldema, that is, the felde 
bloud, vntill this day. Then was fulfilled that 
was {poken by Jeremie the prophet, faping: and tl 
toke xxx. filuer plates, the price of him that was value 
whom they bought of the children of Ilrael, and gaue 
them for the potters felde, as the Lord appointed me. 
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| PHetus ſtode before the deputie, and the deputie atked 
him, faping: Art thou the king of the Jewes⸗ Fetus 
ſayde onto hym: thou ſayeſt. And when he was accufed 
of the chief prieſtes and elders, he anfwered nothyng. 
Then laid Pilate vnto hym: heareſt thou not howe many 
witneſles they laye agaynſte thee⸗ And he anlwered him 
to neuer a worde: in ſo muche that the deputie maruapled 
greately. At that feaſte, the deputie was woont to delpuer 
onto the people a priſoner, whom they would defire. He 
had then a notable prifoner called Barrabas. Therfore, 
when they were gathered together, Pylate layd: whether 
wyll pe that J geue loce vnto vou Barrabas, or Fetus 
whiche is called Chriſt⸗ For he knewe that for enuy they 
had deliuered him. Then he was let doune to geue tudge- 
ment, his wyfe fent nto him, laving: haue thou nothyng 
to do with that iuſt man: For Jhaue luffred many thynges 
this day in my ſlepe, becauſe of hym. But the chiefe prieſtes 
and Elders perfuaded the people that they ſhoulde alke 
Barrabas, c deſtroy Felus. The deputie anlwered, and 
{apd vnto them: whether of the twayne wyll ye that J 
let loce vnto vou: They ſayd: Barrabas. Pylate ſayd vnto 
them: what thal J do then with Fetus, which is called 
Chriſt⸗ They all layd vnto hym: let hym be crucified. 
The deputie ſayd: what euill hath he done But they cried 
the more, ſaying: let hym be crucified. Wihen Pplate 
fawe that he could preuaple nothyng, but that more buly⸗ 
nes was made, he toke water & walhed his handes before 
the people, ſaving: J am innocent of the bloud of this 
tuft perfon, ye ſhall fee. Then anlwered all the people 
and layd: his bloud be on vs, and on our children. 

Then let he Barrabas loce vnto them, and {hourged 
Jelus, c deliuered hym to be cruciſied. Then the fouldters 
of the deputie toke Jelus into the common hall, ¢ gathered 
vnto hym all the company: and they ſtripped hym, and 
put on hym a purple robe, and platted a croune of thornes, 
and put it vpon his head, and a rede in his right bade, ¢ 
bowed the knee before him, t mocked him, laying: hayle 
tyng of the Jewes: d when they had {ppt vpd him, thet 
toke the rede t {mote him on the head. And after that 
hep had mocked him, they toke the robe of him agayne ¢ 
put his owne rayment on him, and led him away to crucifie 
him. And as they came out they found a ma of Cirene 
(named Spmon) him they compelled to beare his croſſe. 
And they came vnto the place whiche is called Golgotha, 
that is to fap (a place of dead men ſculles) æ gaue hym 
vyneger to drynke myngled with gall. And when W 
h 
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taſted therof, he would not drynke. Then they had cru⸗ 
cified hym, they parted his garmentes, and did caſt lottes: 
that it might be fulfilled which was fpoken by the Pro⸗ 
phet: They parted my garmentes among them, and vpon 
my veſture did they caft lottes. And they late and watched 
hym there, and let vp ouer his head the caute of his death 
written: This is Fetus the kyng of the Jewes. Then 
were there. ij. theues cructfied with him, one on the right 
hand, and another onthe left. They that paſled by, reuyled 
him waggyng their heades, and faping: thou that de⸗ 
ſtroyedſt the temple of God, and dyddeſt buylde it in thre 
dates, laue thy ſelfe. If thou be the lonne of God, come 
doune from the croſſe. Likewile allo the high Prieſtes, 
mockyng hym, with the Scribes and Elders, fapd: he 
ſaued other, hymſelfe he cannot faue. If he be the kpng of 
Ilrael, let hym nowe come doune from the croſſe, and we 
will beleue hym. He truſted in God, let him deltuer him 
nowe, if he wyll haue him, for he layed: Jam the ſonne of 
God. The theues allo whiche were crucifped with him, 
caſt the ſame in his teethe. From the ſixt houre was there 
darkeneſſe ouer all the lande, vntill the nynth houre. And 
aboute the nynth houre, Jekus cryed with a loude voyce, 
faping: Ely, Ely, lamalabathany⸗ that is to fap: My 
God, my God, why haſt thou forfaken mes Some of them 
that ſtoode there, when they heard that, ſayd: This man 
calleth for Belias. And ſtraight way one of them ranne 
and toke a ſponge, and when he had fylled it full of vyneger, 
he put it on a reede, and gaue hym to drinke. Other fapd: 
let be, let vs ſee whether Heltas will come and deliuer hym. 
Fetus, when he had tried agayne with a loude voyce, pel bed 
vp the ghoſt. And beholde, the vayle of the temple did rent 
into two partes, from the top to the botome, and the p 
did quake, and the ſtones rent, and graues did open, nd 
many bodies of fatntes, whiche flept, aroſe and went out 
of the graues after his re{urreccion, and tame into he 
holy titie, and appeared vnto many. : 
Then the Centurion, and they that were with h 
watchyng Jelus, fawe the verthquake & thoſe th " g 
whiche happened, they feared greatly, faping: Er 
this was the fone of God. And manp women were! 
(beholdyng him a farre of) whiche folowed Fetus 
Galilee, miniſtring vnto him: Emong whiche was 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of relic and Zz 
and the mother of peri ere ei 
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Dat is he this, that commeth from Edom, with Lsai. wii. 
be VA Al ved colored clothes of otra: (whiche is fo toſtly 
W vst clothe) t commeth in fo mightely with all his 

— ſtrength⸗ J am he that teacheth righteoutnes 
and am of power to help. TWiherfore then is thy clothyng 
red, and thy rayment lyke his that treadeth in the wyne 
prefie: J haue troden the prefle my lelfe alone, and of all 
people there is not one with me. 

Thus will J tread doune myne enemies in my wrath, 

and fette my feete vpon them in mine indignacion. And 
their bloud ſhall beſpryng my clothes, and {o wil J ſtayne 
all my rayment. For the day of vengeaunte is alligned 
in my heart, and the pere when my people ſhalbe deliuered 
is come. J loked aboute me, and there was no man to 
ſhewe me any helpe. J meruapled that no man helde me 
vp.

wilt thou that we go and prepare that thou mayeſt eat the 
Patieouers And he fet furth two of his difciples, and 
ſayd vnto them: go pe into the citie, and there fhall mete 
vou a man bearyng a pitcher of water, folowe him. And 
whitherſoeuer he goeth in, laye pe vnto the goodman of 
the boule, the mafter fapth: where is the geſt chäber, 
where J thal cate Palleouer with my dilciples⸗ And he 
wil ſhew vou a great parlour paued and prepared: there 
make ready for vs. And hys Dilciples wente furth and 
came into the citie, and founde as he had layd vnto them: 
and they made ready the paffeouer. And whe it was 
now euentide, he came with the .rit. And as they late at 
boorde and did eate, Jelus fapd: verely J lay vnto you, 
one of vou (that eateth with me) ſhall betrave me. And 
they began to be forp, and to fap to him one by one: is it 
: And an other fapd: is it J: he auntwered and layd 
vnto them: it is one of the. xii. euen he that dippeth with 
me in the platter. The fonne ok man truely goeth as it 
is written of him, but woe to that man by whome the 
ſonne of man is betrayed: Good were it for that man if 
he had neuer bene borne. And as they dyd cate Jelus tooke 
breade, and when he had geuen thankes he brake it, and 
gaue to them, and layd: Take, cate, this is my bodye. And 
he toke the cup, and when he had geuen thankes, he tooke 
it to them, and they all dranke of it. And he fapd vnto 
them: Thys is mybloude of the new teſtament, whiche is 
{hed for many. Uerelye J faye vnto vou: J will drynke 
no more of the fruycte of the vyne, vntyll that day that J 
drinke it newe in the kingdome of God. And when they 
had ſayde grace, they wente oute to the mount Oliuete. 

And Fetus ſayeth vnto them: all ve ſhall be offended be⸗ 
tauſe of me, this night. For it is written: J will {mite the 
ſhepeherd and the ſhepe ſhall bee tkatered: but after that J 
am riſen agayn, J will goe into Galile before vou. Peter 
fapd onto him: ¢ though all men be offended, pet wil not 
J. And Fetus ſayth vnto him: verely, J fay vnto the, 
that this day, euen in this night before the Cocke krowe 
twile, thou ſhalt dente me thre times. But he pale more 
vehementlye: no, if Jſhoulde dye with thee, J will not 
deny thee. Lykewile alfo ſayde they all. And they came 
into a place whiche was named Gethlemany, c he layd to 
his diſciples: fit ve here while J goe afpde and pray. And 
he taketh with hym peter, and James, and John, and 
began to ware abaſhed and to be in an agonye, and layd 
n 72 vnto 
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vnto them. My foule is heauy, eue vnto the death: tarp 
ve here and watche. And he wente furth a litle, and fell 
Downe flat on the ground, and praped: that if it were 
poſſible, the houre might paſſe from hym. And he layd: 
Abba father, al thinges are poflible vnto the, take away 
this cup from me: neuertheleſſe, not that J will, but that 
thou wilte bee Doone. And he came and founde them 
lleping, and fapth to Peter: Simon llepeſt thou⸗ Couldeſte 
thou not watche one hoͤure⸗ watche ye and pray, leſte ye 
enter into temptacion, the ſpirite truely is ready, but the 
fleſh is weake. And again he went aſide t prated, c ſpake 
the fame wordes. And he returned ¢ found them a llepe 
agayne, for theyr tyes were heauye, nepther wiſte they 
what to aunſwere him. And he came the third time and 
fapde vnto them: flepe hencefoorthe and take vour eale, 
tt is inoughe. The houre is come, beholde the ſonne of 
man is betraped into the handes of ſinners: Vile vp, let 
vs goe: loe, he that betrayeth me is at hande. And im⸗ 
mediately while be pet ſpake, cummeth Judas (which 
was one of the. xit.) and with him a great noumber of peo⸗ 
ple with ſweordes c ſtaues, from the hye prieſtes, and 
Scribes, and elders, And he that betrayed hym, had geuen 
them a generall token, fatyng: wholoeuer J doe kyſle, the 
fame is he: take hym and leade hym awaye warely. And 
aſſone as he was come, he goth ſtreght way to him, and laith 
vnto him: Maſter, Maſter, c killed him: c they laped 
their handes on hym, and toke hym. And one of them 
that ſtode by drewe out a fweord, and {mote a feruaunt 
of the hye prieſte, and cut of his eare. And Jelus b 
i 


and ſaid vnto them: ye be come out as vnto a thefe wit 
lweordes ¢ ſtaues for to take me: J was dayly with vou 
in the temple teachyng, and pe toke me not: but thete 
thynges come to paſſe that the Scriptures ſhoulde be ful⸗ 


filled. And they al forlooke hym and ranne awaie. 2 nd 
there folowed him a certaine vong man clothed in linnen 
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nefles agreed not together. And there arofe certayn ¢ 
brought falſe witnes againſt hym, ſaiyng: wee hearde hym 
ſaye, I wyll deſtroye this temple that is made with handes, 
and within iii. Dates J wyll buylde another made with⸗ 
oute handes. But yet their witneſles agreed not together. 
And the bye prieſte ſtode vppe among them, and alked 
PHetus, ſaying: aunſwereſte thou nothyng⸗ Howe is it that 
thele beare witneſſe againſt the: But he helde his peace, 
and anfwered nothing. Againe the hie prieſt alked him e 
{aid vnto him: art thou Chriſt the fonne of the bleſled⸗ 
And Fetus faid: J am. And ve thal fee the fonne of 
manne fitting on the righte bande of power, and comming 
in the cloudes of heauen. Then the hie prieſt rent his 
clothes, and laid: what nede we any further of wytneſſes⸗ 
pe haue heard blalſphemy, what thynke pes And they all 
cõdemned him to be worthy of deaths And ſome began to 
ſpyt at hym, & to couer his face, c to beate him with 
fiftes, t to ſaye vnto hym: arede, and the feruauntes buf⸗ 
feted hym on the kace. And as Peter was beneth in the 
palace, there came one of the wenches of the hieſte prieſte, 
and when fhe fawe Peter warmyng himlelfe, the loked 
on hym, & laid: waſte not thou alfo with Jelus of Naza⸗ 
reth⸗ And he denied, laying: J knowe hym not, nepther 
wote IJ what thou ſayeſt. And he wet out into the porche, 
and the Cock krewe. And a Damofel (when the lawe him) 
began again to {ape to them that ſtode by: thys is one 
of them: And he denied it againe. And anone after they 
that ſtode by, laid againe vnto Peter: furelp, thou art 
one of them, for thou art of Galile, and thy ſpeche agreeth 
therto. But he beganne to curfe and to fweare, laying: 
I knowe not this man of whom pe ſpeake. And agapne 
the Cocke krewe, and peter remembred the worde that 
Jelus had ſayed vnto hym: before the Cocke crowe twyle, 
thou ſhalt deny me thre tymes. And he began to wepe. 
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be Lorde Godhath opened myne eare, therfore can 
Inot ſaye nape, neither withdrawe my lelfe: but 
Jotter my backe vnto the{mtters, and my chekes 
— io the nyppers. J turne not my face from ſhame 
and ſpittyng, and the Lorde God fhall helpe me: . 
We 
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hall I not bee confounded, Jhaue hardened my face tyke a 
flynte ſtone, for Jam lure that J thali not come to confu⸗ 
ſion. he is at hande that iuſtifyeth me, who will then go 
to lawe with me⸗ Let vs ſtande one againſt another: vf 
there be any that will reafon with me, lette hym come 
here forth vnto me. Beholde the Lorde God ſtandeth by me, 
what is he then that can condemne mez loe, they ſhall bee 
all lyke as an olde clothe, the mothe ſhall eate them vp. 
Therfore, wholo feareth the Lorde among vou, lette 
hym heare the voyce of his ſeruaunte. Wiholo walketh in 
darkeneſſe, and no lyght ſhyneth vpon him, lette him put 
his truſt in the name of the Lorde, and holde hym by his 
God: but take hede, ye all kyndle a fyre of the wrath of 
God, and ſteare vp the coales: walke on in the gliſteryng 
of youre owne fyre, and tn the coales that ye haue kindled. 
This commeth vnto vou from my hande, namely that 
ve hail ſlepe in forowe, 
ihe 
The Gotpell, Gantt 
Nd anone in the dawnyng, the hye prieſtes helde 
Aa a countatic with the Elders and the Scribes, and 
the whole congregacion, and bounde Jelus, and 
led hym awaye, and delyuered hym to Pilate. 
And Pilate aſked hym: art thou the kyng of the Jewes⸗ 
and he anfwered ¢ faid to hym: thou fateft it. And the 
hie prieſtes accufed him of many thynges. So Pilate 
alked him again, ſaiyng: auntwereft thou nothing: Be⸗ 
hold howe many thinges they lay to thy charge. Jelus 
aunſwered pet nothyng, fo that Pilate meruailed. At that 
feaſt Pilate dyd deliuer vnto them a priefoner, whomelo- 
euer they woulde deſire. And there was one that was 
SBarrabas, whiche laye bounde with them that made 
reccion: he had committed murther. And the people called 
vnto him, and beganne to delyre him, that he woulde doe 
according as he had euer done vnto them. Pilate antwered 
them, faipng: will pe that J lette loce vnto vou the kink 
of the Jewes;! For he knewe that the bye prieſtes hadi 
uered him of enuye. But the bye pryeſtes moued the 
ple, that he ſhoulde rather deliuer Barrabas vnto th 
Pilate anfwered againe, and fatde vnto them: what 
ve that Ithen do vnto hym, whom pe cal the kyng of 
Jewes; And they crped againe, crucifye hym. Pil 
vntothem: what eiuill hathe he doone⸗ And they 
more feruentlye, crutiſie hym. And fo Pilate wy 
contente the people, lette lofe Barrabas vnto th 
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deliuered vp Jelus (when he had ſcorged hym) for to be cru⸗ 
ciſied. And the fouldtours ledde hym awaye into the com⸗ 
mon hall, and called together the whole multitude, e they 
clothed hym with purple, and they platted a croune of 
thornes & crouned him withall, ¢ began to falute him: 
Hayle kyng of the Hewes. And they {mote hym on the head 
with a reede, and did [pit vpon him, c bowed their knees 
and worſhyped him. And when they had mocked him, 
they toke the purple of him, and put hys owne clothes on 
him, ¢ led him out to crucify him. And they tompelled one 
that pafled by called Stmo of Cirene (the father of Alex⸗ 
ander and Rufus) whyche came out of the feld to beare his 
croſſe. And they brought hym to a place named Golgotha 
whiche if a manne interprete it, is the place of dead mens 
{culles) and they gaue him to drinke, wyne mingled with 
mirre, but he receaued it not. 

And when they had crucifyed hym, they parted bys 
garmentes, caſtyng lottes vpon them what euery man 
ſhould take. And it was about the third houre, and they 
crucpfied him. And the title of bys cauſe was wrytten: 
The kyng of the Jewes. And they crucified with hym two 
theues: the one on his right hand, and the other on hys 
left. And the {cripture was fulfylled, which layeth: he 
was coũted among the wicked. And they that went by, 
rayled on him: wagging their heades and taping: A 
wretche, thou that deſtroyeſt the temple and buildeſt it 


againe tn thre dayes: faue thy lelfe and come doune from 


the croſſe. Lykewyle allo mocked hym the hye prieſtes 
among them felues with the {cribes, and layd: he faued 
other men, him felfe he cannot laue. Let Chriſt the king 
of Hirael delcende nowe from the croſle, that we mape lee 
and beleue. And they that were crucpfied with hym, 
checked hym alſo. And when the firt houre was come, 
darcknes aroſe ouer all the earth, vntil the ninth houre. 
And at the nynth houre Fetus cryed with a loude voyce, 
ſaying: Eloy, Eloy, lamaſabathany⸗ whyche is (if one 
interprete it) my God, my God, why haſt thou forlaken 
me? And fome of them that ſtoode by, when they heard 
that, ſayd: behold, be calleth for Helias. And one ranne 
c fylled a ſponge full of vineger, and put it on a reede, 
and gaue hym to dryncke, laiyng: let him alone, let vs 
fe whether elias will come and take hym downe. But 
Jelus cryed with a loude voyce, and gaue vp the goſt. And 
the vayle of the temple rente in ii, peces, from the top to 
the bottom. And when the Centurion (which ſtoode ps 
* im) 
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him) fawe that he fo cryed, c gaue vp the goſt, he ſayde: 
truely this man was the fonne of god. There were allo 
weomen a good way of, beholding him: among whome 
was Marye Magdalene t Marye the mother of James 
the litle, ¢ of Holes, and Mary Salome (which allo whe 
he was in Galtle had folowed him, and miniſtred vnto 
him) and many other weome, which came vp with him 
to Jeruſalem. And nowe when the euen was come (becaule 
it was the day of preparyng that goeth before the Sab- 
both) Joſeph of the citte of Aramathia, a noble coũlailour, 
which allo loked for the kingdome of God, came and went 
in boldely vnto Pilate, and begged of hym the body of 
Jelſu. And Pilate merueiled that he was alredy dead, 
and called vnto hym the Centurion, and atked of him, 
whether he had bene any while dead. And when he knewe 
the trueth of the Centurion, be gaue the bodye to Foleph. 
And he bought a linnen cloth, c toke him down, and wrap⸗ 
ped him in the linnen cloth, and laied him in a ſepulchre 
that was hewen out of a rocke, & rolled a ſtone before the 
Dore of the ſepulchre. And Mary Magdalene, wae Mary 
Joſes behelde where he was layde. wap 
Aon 
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were as is a teſtament, there mutt alfo ( (of necet- 
fitie) be the death of him that maketh the tefta- 
ment. For the teſtament taketh aucthoritie whe 


men are dead: for it is pet of no value, as long 
as he that maketh the teſtament is a liue, for whiche caule 
alſo, neither the firft teſtament was ordayned without 
bloude. For when Moples had declared all the com⸗ 
maundemente to all the people, according to the lawe, 
he tooke the bloude of calues and of Goates, with 5 ater ¢ 
purple wolle, ¢ plope, and {princkled both the booke and 
al the people, laying: this is the bloud of the teſtamen 
which god hath appoynted vnto pou. Moreouer he 
led the tabernacle with bloude allo, ¢ all the min 
veſlels. And almoſt all thinges are by the lawe 4 
with bloud, c without ſheading of bloude is nor 
It is nede then, that the ſimilitudes of nem 
bee puryfyed with luche thinges: but pee; the be 
thynges themfelues, bee purifyed wann better facr 
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thẽ are thole. For Chriſt is not entred into the holye places 
that are made with handes (whiche are ſimilitudes of true 
thynges) but is entred into very heauen, for to appeare 
now in the fight of god for vs: not to offer himſelfe often, 
as the hie prieſt entreth into the holye place euerye vere with 
ſtraunge bloud: for then muſt he haue oftẽ luffred fence the 
world began. But now in the end of the world hath he ap⸗ 
peared once, to put ſinne to flight by the offeryng vp of hym 
ſelfe. And as it is appoynted vnto al men that they ſhal 
once dye, and then cometh the iudgement: euen lo Chriſt 
was once offered to take away the ſinnes of many, and vnto 
them that looke for hym, ſhall he appeare agapne without 
finne, vnto faluacton.

be feaſt of ſwete bread drew nye, which is called Lute. wwii. 
A Eaſter, æ the hve prieſtes c Scribes fought howe 
they myght kill him, for they feared the people. 
Then entred Sathan into Judas, whole ſirname 
was Iſcarioth ( whiche was of the numbre of the .rtt.) c 
he went his wape and commoned with the hye prieſtes 
and officers, how he might betray hym vnto them. And 
they were glad, and promyled to geue him moneye. And 
he conſented, and fought oportunitie to betraye him vnto 
them, when the people were awaye. Then came the daye 
of ſwete breade, when of neceflitte paſſeouer muſt be offred. 
And he lent peter and John, laying: go c prepare vs the 
paſſeouer that we maye eate. They ſayed vnto him: where 
wilt thou that we prepares And he fated vnto them: be⸗ 
hold, when ve entre into the citte, there ſhall a man mete 
pou bearing a pitcher of water, him folowe into thelame 
houſe that he entreth in, and pe shall faye vnto the good 
man of the houle: the maiſter lateth vnto the: where is the 
geſt chambre where J thall eate the paſſeouer with my dil⸗ 
ciples: And he ſhall ſhewe vou a great parlour paued: 
there make ready. And they went and found as he had 
faped vnto them, c they made ready the paſleouer. And 
when the houre was come, he fate doune, and the rit. 
Apoſtles with him. And he layed vnto them: J haue in⸗ 
wardly deſired to eate this paſſeouer with pou, before that 
I tuftre. For J ſaye vnto you: henceforth J wyll not eate 
of it any more, vntill it be fulſilled in the kingdome of God. 
And he tooke the cup, and gaue thankes and faped: Take 
this and deuide it amõg pou. For J ſaye vnto pou: Jwyll 
not drinke of the frutte of the 255 vntill the * of 
a 
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God come. And he toke bread, and when he had geuen 
thankes, he brake it, and gaue vnto them, laping: This is 
my body, whiche is geuen for vou: This do in the remem⸗ 
braunceof me. Likewyle alſowhenhe had lupped, he tooke 
the cup, faving: This cup is the new teſtamente in my 
bloude, whiche is ſhed for you. Vet beholde, the hande of him 
that betraieth me, is with me on the table. And truely the 
fonne of man gooeth as it is appoynted: but woe vnto that 
manne, by whome he is betrayed. And they began to en⸗ 
quire among themlelfes, which of them it was that ſhould 
do it. 

And there was a ftriefe among them, whiche of them 
ſhoulde ſeme to bee greatteſte. And he lade vnto them: the 
kynges of nations reigne ouer them, and they that haue 
authoritye vpon them, are called gracious Tordes: but ye 
ſhall not ſo bee. But he that is greatteſte among vou, ſhal 
bee as the vonger, and he that is chiefe thalbe as he that 
doth miniſter. For whether is greater he that ſitteth at 
meate, or he that ſerueth⸗ Is it not he that ſitteth at meate⸗ 
But J am among vou, as he that miniſtreth. Ve are they 
whiche haue bydden with me in my temptacions. And J 
appotnte vnto pou a kyngdome, as my father hath ap⸗ 
ointed to me, that pe may eate and drynke at my table in 
my kyngdome, and fitte on leates iudgyng the .rit. tribes 
of Ifraell. And the lorde laid: Simon, Simon behold, 
Sathan bath defired to ſift vou, as it were wheat: But J 
haue praied for thee, that thy faith fayle not. And when 
thou arte conuerted, ſtrength thy brethren. And he laide 
vnto hym: Lorde J am readye to go with thee into prieſon, 
c to death. And he laid: F tel thee Peter, the Cocke ſhall 
not krow this daye, tyl thou haue thrtfe denied that thou 
knoweſte me. And he fapde vnto them: when J {ent vou 
without wallette, and lcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any thyng⸗ 
And they laid, no. Then fatde he vnto them: but nowe he 
that hath a wallet, lette him take it vppe, and likewyle 
bps ſcrippe. And he that bath no worde, let hym fell his 
coate and by one. For J lave vnto vou, that pet thelame 
whiche is written, muſt be performed in me: euen among 
the wicked was he reputed. For thole thinges whiche are 
written of me haue an ende. And they fapde: lorde, bez 
hold, here are ii. fwordes, and he faide to them: it is 
vnoughe. And he tame oute, and wente las he was wonte) to 
Mounte Oliuete. And the difciples folowed hym. And 
when he came to the place, he aide vnto them: pray, leſte 
pe fal into temptacion. And he gate bpm felfe from them 
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about a ſtones caſt, and kneled doune and praied, laiyng: 
Father, if thou wilte, remoue thys cup from me: Neuer⸗ 
theleffe, not my will, but thyne bee fulfilled, And there 
appeared an Aungel vnto hym from heauen, comfortyng 
bpm. And he was in an agony & prayed the lenger: and 
his lweate was like droppes of bloud, trickling down to 
the groad. And when he arole from prayer, and was 
come to bys diſciples, he founde them llepyng for heaui⸗ 
neffe, and he fapde vnto them: why llepe pez Byte and 
praye, leſte ve fall into temptacion. TWibhple he pet ſpake, 
beholde, there came a company, and he that was called 
Judas, one of the. xii. went before them, and prealed nye 
vnto Fetus, to kifle him. But Fetus fapde vnto him: 
Judas, betrapefte thou the lonne of man with a kyſſe⸗ 
Then they whiche were about hym fawe what woulde 
folowe, they layde vnto him: Lorde, ſhall we lmyte with 
the lweorde! And one of them {mote a ſeruaunte of the hye 
prieſte, and ſtroke of his right care. Felus auntwered and 
ſayde: fuftre ve thus farre foorth. And when he touched 
hys eare, he healed hym. Then Jelus layde vnto the bye 
prieſtes, and rulers of the temple, and the Elders, whiche 
were come to him. We be come out as vnto a thefe with 
ſweordes and ſtaues. Wihen J was dayly with vou in the 
temple, ve ſtretched foorth no handes agaynſte me: but 
thys is euen pour very houre, c the power of darkenes. 
Then toke they him and led hym, and brought him to the 
hye prieſtes houſe. But Peter folowed a farre of. And 
when they had kindled a fyer in the middes of the palace, 
and were fet downe together: Peter allo fate downe among 
them. But when one ok the wenches behelde him, as he 
fate by the fyer (and loked vpon him) the layd: this fame 
felowe was alfo with hym. And he denped him, laying: 
woman, J knowe him not. And after a litle whyle, ano⸗ 
ther lawe him, and fapde: thou art alfo of them. And 
Peter layd: man, J am not. And about the ſpace of an 
houre after, an other affirmed, laying: verely, thys felowe 
was with him allo, for he is of Galile. And Peter ſaid: 
man, J wot not what thou fapefte. And immediately 
whyle he yet ſpake, the Cocke krew. And the Lordeturned 
backe and looked vpon Peter. And Peter remembred the 
word of the lord, how he had fapde vnto him: before the 
Cocke krowe thou ſhalt denye me thrife: and Peter wente 
out and wept bitterly. = n IAT 4) 
And the men that toke Jelus mocked him, and {mote 
him: and whe they had eee „they ſtroke be 
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on the face, and alked hym, faping: arede, who is he that 
{mote thee And many other thynges detpitefully ſayde 
they agaynſt him. And affone as it was daye, the Elders 
of the people, and the hye prieſtes and Scribes, came toge⸗ 
ther, and led hym into theyr countell, ſaying: Art thou 
very Chriſt: tell vs. And he fapd vnto them: if JJ tell 
vou pe will not beleue me, and if Jake vou, vou will not 
anfwer me, nor let me goe: hereafter ſhal the konne of ma 
ſit on the right hande of the power of god. Then ſayd they 
all: Art thou then the fonne of god⸗ he fapde: ye ſaye 
that J am. And they fapd: what nede we of any further 
witnes: for we our ſelues haue heard of his owne mouth.

ay, come not together after a better maner, but after 
a woorſe. For fyrſte of all, when ye come together 
in the congregacyon: J heare that there is dil⸗ 
cencion among pou, and J partly beleue it. For there 
muſte bee fectes amonge pou, that they whiche are per⸗ 
fecte among pou maye be knowen. Mhen ye come toge⸗ 
ther therfore into one place, the lordes fupper canot be 
eaten, for every man beginneth afore to eate his owne 
fupper. And one is hungry, and another is ronken. 
aue pe not houſes to cate and drynke in: deſpiſe pe th 
congregacion of God, and ſhame them thathauenot: wont 
fhall Slap onto vou: ſhall Ipraiſe vou: In this Ipraiſe 
vou not. That whiche JJ deliuered vnto vou, J reteyued 
of the Lord. For the Lord Jelus, thelame night in whiche 
he was betrayed, tooke bread: and when he had geuen 
thankes, he brake it, and layd: Cake pe and eate, this is 
my body, which is broken for pou. This do ve in the rez 
membraunce of me. After thelame maner alto, he tooke 
the cup whe fupper was done, laying: this cuppe is the 
new teſtament in my bloud.

ing: we founde this felowe peruertyng the peo⸗ 
ple, and forbydding to pape tribute to Ceflar: 

And Pplate appoted 
hym, ſaying: art thou the king of the Jewes :; he anlwered 
him ¢ fapd: thou layeſt it. Then layd Pilate to the hye 
prieſtes ⁊ the people: I fynde no faute in this manne. And 
they were the more fierce, laying: he moucth the people, 
teachyng throughout all Jury, and began at Galile, euen 
to this place. Then pylate heard mencion of Galile, he 
aſked whether the manne were of Galile. And aſlone as 
he knew that he belonged vnto Herodes iurildiccion, he 
ſent hym to Herode, whiche was alſo at Jerutalem at 
that tyme. And when erode fawe Jelus, he was exce⸗ 
dyng glad, for he was deſirdus to fee hym of a long ſea⸗ 
fon, becauſe he had heard many thinges of hym, and he 
truſted to haue {een lome myratle done by hym. Then he 
gueſtioned with hym many wordes. But he anfwered 
hym nothyng. The bye prieſtes and Scribes ſtode furth 
and accufed hym ſtraightly. And Herode with his menne 
of warre, defpifed hym. And when he had mocked hym, 
he arayed hym in whyte clothing, and lente hym againe to 
Pylate. And thelame daye Pylate c Herode were made 
frendes together. For before thei were at variaüce. And 
Pilate called together the hye prieſtes, and the rulers, ¢ 
the people, and fapd vnto them: pe haue brought this 
mã vnto me, as one that peruerteth the people: in? be⸗ 
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hold, J examine him before pou, c finde no faute in this 
ma of thofle thynges wherof pe accuſe him, no nor pet 
Werode: For I ſent pou vnto him, c loc, nothing worthy 
of death is done vnto him: J will therkore chaſten him, 
t let hym loote. For of neceflitie he mutt haue let one loce 
vnto the at that feaſt. And all the people cryed atonce, ſay⸗ 
ing: away with him, and deliuer vs Barrabas: (whiche 
for a certayne inſurretcion made in the citie, t for a mur⸗ 
ther, was caſt in priſd.) Pilate ſpake again vnto the, 
willing to let Jelus loote. But they tryed, faving: cructfpe 
hym, cructfpe hym. He layed vnto them the thirde tyme, 
what euyll bath he done⸗ J fynde no cauſe of death in 
hym: J will therfore chaſten him and let him go. And 
they cried with loude voites: requiring that he myght be 
cructfped. And the voices of them and of the hie prieſtes 
preuailed. And Pilate gaue ſentente that it ſhoulde be as 
they required, & he let loce vnto them him that (for inlur⸗ 
reccion c ü was caſt into pryſon, whom they had 
deſired: c he deliuered to them Jelus, to do win 
what they would. And as they led him away, they cal 
one Symon of Ciren commpng out of the fielde: ton 
laide they the croſſe, that he myght beare it after Jelus. 
And there folowed him a great cõpanye of people, ¢ of 
wome, which bemapled and lamented him. But Jelus 
turned backe vnto them, and fapd: pe mung and 
rufalem, wepe not for me: but wepe for pour felfes c fo 
pour chtloren, For behold, the dayes wyll com 
which they ſhall fay: Happy are the baren, e then 
that neuer bare, t the pappes which neuer gaue {ucke. 
Then ſhall they begynne to ſaye to the mountaynes: fall 
on vs, and to the hylles, couer vs. For if they do this in 
agrene tree, what ſhalbe done in the drye? And there were 
two euyll Doers led with him to be Maine: and after that 
they were come to the place (which is called Caluarte) 
there they crucpfied him and the euill Doers, one on the 
ryght hand, and the other on the left. Then laid Fetus, 
father forgeue them, for they wote not what they do. And 
they parted bys rayment and caſt lottes. And the nee le 
ſtoode c behelde. And the rulers mocked hym with them, 
ſaiyng: he faued other menne, lette hym faue n elfe pt 
he be very Chriſt the cholen of God. i 
The fouldiers alfomockedhim, and came and off 1 Him 
vineger, and fapd: tf thou be the kyng of the Je we 8, lau 
thy ſelfe. And a ſuperlcriptid was writte ouer him, with 
letters of Greke, and Latin, and hebrue: this is the kyng 
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of the Jewes. And one of the euil doers which wer hanged, 
ratled on him, fatyng: If thou be Chriſt, laue thy lelfe 
and vs. Wut the other anlwered and rebuked hym, ſaiyng: 
feareſt thou not God, ſeyng thou art in the kame damna⸗ 
Clon: we are righteoully punyſhed, for we receiue according 
to our dedes: but this man Hath done nothing ampſle. 
And he fapd vnto Felus: Torde, remembre me when 
thou commeſt into thy kyngdom. And Fetus fapd vnto 
hym: verely I ſaye vnto thee: to Daye ſhalt thou be with 
me in Paradite. And it was about the vi. houre: c there 
was a Darkenefle ouer all the earth, vntyll the tr. houre, 
and the Sonne was darkened. And the vayle of thetemple 
did rent, eue through the middes. And when Fetus had 
crped with a loude voice, he fapd: father, into thy handes 
I commende my ſpirite. And when he thus had fad, 
he gaue vp the ghoſt. MUhen the Centurion law what had 
happened, he glorpfied God, ſaiyng: verely, this was a 
righteous man. And all the people that came together 
to that lyght, and ſawe the thynges which had happened, 
{mote their breſtes and returned. And all his acquaint⸗ 
aunce, and the women that folowed him from Galilee, 
ſtoode a farre of beholdyng thele thynges. And behold, 
there was a man named Foleph a confatlor, and he was 
a good man ¢ a tuft: the fame had not contented to the 
counſaill and dede of them, which was of Aramathia, 
a citie of the Jewes, which lame allo waited for the kyng⸗ 
dome of God: he went vnto Pylate and begged the bodye 
of Jeſus, and tooke it doune, and wrapped it in a lynnen 
cloth, and layd it in a ſepulchre that was hewen in ſtone, 
wherin neuer man before had beene layde. And that daye 
was the preparyng of the fabboth, ¢ the Sabboth drue on. 
The women that folowed after, whyche had come with 
him from Galilee, behelde the lepulchre, and howe bys 
body was layde. And they returned and prepared fwete 
Oddurs and ointmentes: But reſted on the Sabboth daye, 
accordyng to the commaundement.

ben Fetus had fpoken thele woordes, he went Jorn. xviii 
NAVA Al furth with his dilciples ouer the broke Cedron 
AVIVA] where was a garden, into the whiche he entred 
— with his ditciples. Judas alto whiche betrayed 
him, knewe the place: for Jelus ofte tymes reforten 
thither with bys dilciples. Judas then after he had re⸗ 
ceiued a bend of men (and minifters of the bre prieſtes 
and Phariſeis) came thither with Lanterns ¢ fyerbrandes 
and weapons. And Jelus knowing al thinges that ſhould 
tome on him, went furth, ¢ {aid vnto the: whome kene 
ve? They anfwered him: Jelus of Nazareth. Jelus 
fayeth onto them: Jam he. Judas allo whiche betrayed 
him, ſtoode with them. Affone then as he had layde vnto 
them: J am he, they went backeward, ¢ fel to the ground. 
Then alked he them again 12 whome {eke per They ee 2 
177 2 elu 


ae 
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Jeſus of Masareth. Jeſus auntwered: J haue tolde vou 
that J am he. If ye ſeke me therefore, let thete goe theyr 
way: that the faping might be fulfilled whiche he ſpake: 
Ok them whiche thou gaueſt me, haue J not loft one. 
Then Simon Peter hauing a kword, drew it, and {mote 
the bre prieſtes ſeruaunt, and cut of his right care. 
The feruauntes name was Malchus. Cherfore fapeth 
Jeſus vnto Peter, put vp thy fweorde into thy ſheath: 
hall I not drinke of the cup whiche my father hath geuen 
me: Then the cumpanp, and the capttapne, and the minit⸗ 
ters of the Jewes, toke Felus and bound him, and led 
him away to Anna firft: for he was father in law to Cay⸗ 
phas, whiche was the bye prieſt the fame vere. Cayphas 
was he that gaue coũlel to the Hewes, that it was expedient 
that one man ſhoulde dye for the people. And Simon Peter 
folowed Jeſus, and ſo dyd another difciple: that dilciple 
was knowen to the bre prieſt, and wet in with Fetus into 
the palace of the hye prieſt. But Peter ſtoode at the doore 
without. Then wente out that other diſciple (whiche was 
knowen to the hye prieſt) and ſpake to the Damotell that 
kept the doore, and broughte tn Peter. Then laid the 
damoſel that kepte the doore vnto Peter: Art not thou 
alſo one of this mas diſciples⸗ he ſayd, J am not. Che 
ſeruauntes c miniſters ſtode there, whiche had made a 
fyer of coales: for it was colde, and they warmed them⸗ 
ſelues. Peter alfo ſtode among them and warmed him⸗ 
ſelfe. The hve prieſt then alked Jelus of his dilciples, 
and of bys doctryne. Fetus auntwered him: J tpake 
openly in the worlde, Jeuer taughte in the Stnagoge, and 
in the tẽple, whither al the Jewes haue relorted, and i 
ſecrete haue I ſayd nothing. iby alkeſt thou 1 
them whiche heard me, what J lapde vnto them. 1 holde 
they can tell what J kayde. Then he had thus . 

one of the miniſters, whiche ſtoode by, {mote Jet wnt ‘on 
the face, laying: Auntwereſt thou the hie prieft for us on 
auntwered him: HEF haue eiuill fpoken, beare witnefle 
of the euill: But tf J haue well ſpoken, why {mitef thou 
mez And Annas lent him bounde vnto Cayphas the hye 
prieſt. Simon Peter ſtoode ¢ warmed himielfe. Then 
layde they vnto him: Art not thou alfo one of his dil⸗ 
ciples he denied it, and laid: Jam not. One of the fer- 
uantes of the hye prieſtes (bis cofin whole eare Peter {mote 
of) ſaid vnto him: did not J fe thee in p garden with 
him⸗ Peter therfore denied againe, and alte Ip the 
Cocke creme. Then led they Jelus from Cayphas into the 
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hal of iudgement. It was in the morning, & they them⸗ 
felfes wet not into the iudgemente hall, leſte thet ſhould 
be defiled, but that thet might eate the Paſſeouer. Pylate 
then went out to them and layd: what accufacton bryng 
pou againſt this mã They anſwered, and {apd vnto him: 
If he were not an euil doer, we would not haue deliuered 
hym vnto thee. Then layd Pylate vnto them: take ye him 
and iudge him after pour owne lawe. The Jewes therfore 
ſayd vnto him: It is not lawful for vs to put any man 
to death: that the woordes of Jelus myght bee fulfilled, 
whiche he ſpake, ſignifving what death he ſhould dye. 
Then Pilate entred into the tudgemet hal again, c called 
Jelus, ⁊ ſayd vnto him: Art thou the king of the Hewes: 
Jelus anfwered: ſayeſt thou that of thy ſelf, or did other 
tel it thee of me⸗ Pilate anfweredD: am Ja Jew: Thine 
owne nacid & hye prieſtes haue deliuered thee vnto me: 
what haſt thou done⸗ Jelus afwered: my kingdome is 
not of this worlde: tf my kingdome were of this worlde, 
then woulde my miniſters {urelp fight, that J ſhould not 
be deliuered to the Jewes: but now is my kyngdom not 
fro hence. Pilate therforefapd vnto him: Art thou a kyng 
then⸗ Fetus anfwered: thou ſapeſt that J am a kyng. 
For this cauſe was J borne, c for this cauſe came J into 
the world, that J ſhould beare wytnes vnto the trueth. 
And all that are of the trueth, heare my voyte: Pylate 
ſayd vnto hym: what thyng is truth: And whe he had 
{apd this, be wet out again vnto the Jewes, & fapth vnto 
the: I finde in him no caule at al. Me haue a cuſtome that 
I ſhould deliuer vou one loce at Eaſter: wil pe that I loce 
vnto vou p king of the Jewes! Then cryed they all again, 
laying: Not him, but Barrabas: thefame Barrabas 
was a murtherer. Then Pilate toke Pelus therfore, d % air. 
ſcourged hym. And the ſouldiers woũd a croune ofthornes, 
t put it on his head. And thet did on hym a purple gar⸗ 
ment, and came onto hym and layed: hayle kyng of the 
3 and they {mote hym on the face. plate went 
furth againe, and layed vnto them: behold, J bring him 
furth to vou that ve may know that J finde no faulte 
in hym. Then came Jelus forth, wearyng a croune of 
thorne, t a robe of purple. And he layth vnto them: be⸗ 
holde the man. Wihen the hype prieſtes therfore and 
miniſters ſawe hym, they crped: crucifye hym, cructtpe 
him. Pylate ſayeth vnto them: take ye hym and crucifpe 
hym, for J fynde no cauſe in hym. The Jewes aun⸗ 
ſwered hym: we haue a lawe, and by dure lawe, he ena 
rat pe: 
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dye: becaule he made himlelfe the fonne of God. Then 
Pilate heard that laying, he was the more afrayde, and 
went agayne into the iudgement halle, and fapeth vnto 
Fetus: whence art thouy But Jelus gaue him none 
anſwer. Che fapd Pilate vnto him: Speakeſt thou not 
vnto mez knoweſt thou not that J haue power to cruciſie 
thee, and haue power to looce thee: Fetus antwered: 
Thou couldeſt haue no power at all againſt me, except it 
were giue thee fro aboue. Cherfore he that deliuered 
me vnto thee, hath the more finne. And from thece 
furth fought Pilate meanes to looce him: but the Jewes 
cryed, ſaying: pf thou let hym goe, thou arte not Celars 
frende: for wholoeuer maketh hymlelfe a kyng is againſt 
Celar. Wihe ptlate heard that laying, he brought Fetus 
furth, and fate Downe to geue lentente in a place that is 
called the Pauemẽt, but in the Hebrue tong Gabbatha. It 
was the preparyng daye of Eaſter, aboute the vi. houre. 
And he fapeth vnto the Jewes: beholde voure kyng. They 
cryed, faving: away with hym, away with hym, crucyfye 
bpm. plate ſayeth vnto them: ſhall J crucpfp pour 
hing: The bre prieſtes aunlwered: we haue no kyng but 
Celar. Then deltuered he him vnto them to be crucified, 
And they tooke Jelus and ledde hym away. And he bare 
his crofie, and wente furthe into a place whiche is called 
the place of dead mennes {culles: but in ebrue Golgotha: 
where they crucifped hym, and two other with hym: on 
eyther lyde one, t Jelus in the middeſt. And Pilate wrote 
a tytle t put it on the crofle. The wrytyng was, Jelus 
of Mazareth kyng of the Jewes. This tytle read many 
of the Jewes: for the place where Jelus was cruc . 
was nye to the cytie. And it was wrytten in het 
Greke, and Tatyn. Then faped the bye prieſtes o 
Jewes to Pilate: wryte not king of the Jewes, but 
be layed: Jam kyng of the Jewes. Pylate aunlwe 
what J haue written, that haue J written. Then 
fouldters, when they had crucifped Jelus, toke h 
mentes, and made .ittt. partes, to euery ſouldiour a 
and allo his coate. The coate was without ſeme, w 
vpon throughout: They layed ther fore among them 
let vs not deuyde it, but caſt lottes for it, who ſhall haue 
it. That the ſcripture might be fulfylled, laying: They 
haue parted my raymente among them, and for my coate 
did they taſt lottes. And the fouldiours did ſuche thynges 
in dede. There ſtoode by the croſſe of Fetus, hi tt 
and his mothers fitter Mary the wyfe of Cleop 
Mary Magdalene. Wiben Jelus therfore laweh 
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and the dilcyple ſtandyng, whom be loued, be layeth vnto 
his mother: woman, behold thy ſonne. Then layd he to 
the dtfciple, beholde thy mother. And from that houre 
the Difciple toke hir for his owne. 

After thele thynges, Fetus knowing that all thynges 
were nowe performed, that the {cripture myght be ful- 
fylled, he layeth: I thirſt. So there ſtoode a veflell by full 
of vineger: therfore they fylled a ſponge with vineger, and 
wounde it aboute with Jlope, and put it to his mouthe. 
Alffoneas Helus then receyued of the vineger, he ſayed: It 
is finiſhed, and bowed his head and gaue vp the goſt. 

The Jewes therfore, becaule it was the preparyng of 
the Sabboth, that the bodyes ſhould not remayne vpon 
the croſſe on the Sabboth dave (for that Sabboth dave, 
was an hye daye) beſought Pylate, that their legges might 
be broken, and that they might be taken downe. 

Then came the fouldtours and brake the legges of the 
firſte and of the other whiche was cructfied with bpm. But 
when they came to Jelſus, and fawe that he was dead 
already, they brake not his legges: but one of the ſouldiours 
with a ſpeare thruſt him into the ſyde, ¢ forth with came 
there out bloud and water. And he that fawe it bare re⸗ 
corde, and his recorde is true. And he knoweth that he 
ſayeth true, that pe might beleue allo. For thele thynges 
were done that the {cripture ſhould be fulfilled: pe ſhall 
not breake a bone of hym. 

And againe an other {cripture ſayth: they ſhall loke vpon 
him, whom they haue pearced. After this Joleph of Ara⸗ 
mathia (which was a diſciple of Fetus, but ſecretly for 
feare of the Jewes) belought Pylate that he myght take 
Downe the bodye of Jeſus. And Pylate gaue hym lycence: 
He came therfore and tooke the bodye of Jelus. And there 
came alfo Micodemus (whiche at the begynning came to 
Jelus by night) and broughtof Myrre and Aloes mingled 
together, aboute an hundreth pounde weight. Then tooke 
they the body of Jelus, and wound it in lynnen clothes 
with the odoures, as the maner of the Jewes is to burye. 
And in the place where he was cruciſied, there was a gar⸗ 
den, and in the garden a newe Sepulchre, wherein was 
neuer manne layde. There layde they Fetus therfore, be⸗ 
caute of the preparyng of the Sabboth of the Jewes, for the 
Sepulchre was nye at hande.

Wiherfore, yf thy bande or 
thy foote hynder thee, cut him of, and caſt it from thee: it 
is better for thee to entre into life halt or maimed, rather 
the thou ſhouldeſt (hauing two handes or two fete) be cat 
into euerlaſting fyre. And pf thine iye offende thee, plucke 
it out, and caſt it from thee. It is better for thee to entre 
into life with one tye, rather then (hauing ii. tyes) to be 
taſt into hell fyre. Take hede that ye delpiſe not one of thele 
lytleons. For I faye vnto vou: that in heauen their An⸗ 
gels doe alwayes beholde the face of my father, whiche 
is in heauen.

For aduoyding of all matters and occafpon of dyſcencyon, it is mete that the 
breade prepared for the Communion, bee made through all thys realme, 
after one fort and kaſhion: that is to fap, vnleauened, and rounde, as it 
was afore, but without all maner of printe, and fomethpng more larger 
and thicker then it was, ſo that it may be aptly deuided in diuers pieces: 
and euery one ſhall be deuided in two pieces, at the leaſte, or more, by the 
dilcrecion of the miniſter, and fo diſtributed. And menne muſte not thynke 
leſſe to be receyued in parte, then in the whole, but in eache of them the 
whole body of our fauiour Jeſu Chriſt. 


And forfomuche as the Paſtours and Curates within thys realme, ſhal con⸗ 
tinually fynd at theyr coſtes and charges in theyr cures, tufficient Breade 
and Myne for the holy Communion (as oft as theyr Pariſhioners ſhalbe 
diſpoſed for theyr ſpiritual comfort to recepue the fame) it is therefore or⸗ 
Dred, that in recompence of fuche coſtes and charges, the Pariſhoners of

Alto, that the receiuing of the Sacrament of the bieffed body and bloud of 
Chriſt, may be moſt agreable to the inftitucion therof, and to the vfage of 
the primatiue Churche: In all Cathederalland Collegiate Churches, there 

ſhal alwaies fome Communicate with the Prieſte that miniſtreth. And 
that the fame map bee alfo obferued euery where abrode in the countrey:

that whiche is ſpirituall. Che firfte man is of the earthe, 
vearthy: The ſeconde manne is the Lorde from heauen 
(heauenly.) As is the earthy, ſuch are they that are yearthy. 
And as is the heauenly, ſuch are they that are heauenly. 
And as we haue borne the image of the earthy, fo ſhal we 
beare the image of the heauenly.

God, are worthy to be cut awaye, and cleane reiected. 
Other there be, which although they haue been deuiled by 
ma: yet it is thought good to reſerue the ſtill, alwell for a 
decent ordre in the Churche (for the which they were ſirſt 
deuiſed) as becauſe they pertayne to edtficacton : Wiher- 
vnto all thynges doen in the Churche (as the Apoſtle teach⸗ 
eth) ought to be referred. And although the keping or 
omytting of a ceremonte (in it elfe conſidered) is but a 
{mall thyng: Wet the wilfull and contemptuous trant- 
greffion, and breakyng of a common ordre, and dilciplyne, 
is no {mall offence before God. Let all thynges bee done 
emong pou (lapeth Sainte Paule) in a ſemely and due 
ordre.

doe deſpyle the olde that nothyng canne lyke them, but 
that is newe: It was thought erpedtente not fo muche to 
haue refpecte howe to pleale and fattifie eyther of thele 
partyes, as howe to pleaſe God, and profitte them bothe. 
And yet leſte any manne ſhould bee offended (whom good

reafon might {fattffie) here be certayne caules rendered, 
why fome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put aware, 
and fome be retayned and kept ſtill. 


Some are put awaye, becaute the great exceſſe and mul⸗ 
tytude of them bathe fo entrealed in thete latter Dapes, 
that the burden of them was intollerable: wherof faincte 
Auguſtine in his tyme complayned, that they were growen 
to ſuche a noumbre: that the ſtate of chriſtian people was in 
wurte cafe (concernyng that matter) then were the Jewes. 
And he counfapled that fuche vocke and burden ſhould be 
taken awaye: as tyme woulde ferue quietely to doe it. But 
what woulde fatncte Auguſtine haue faped if he hadde 
{een the Ceremonies of late dayes vſed among vs⸗ where 
vnto the multitude bled in his time was not to bee com⸗ 
pared. This our ercefliue multitude of Ceremonies, was 
lo great, and many of them ſo darke: that they dyd more 
confounde, and darken, then declare and letteforth Chriſtes 
benefites vnto vs. And beſides this, Chriſtes Golpell is 
not a Ceremoniall lawe (as muche of Motes lawe was,) 
but it is a relygion to tole God, not in bondage of the 
figure or ſhadowe: but in the freedome of {ptrite, beepng 
contente onlye wyth thofe ceremonyes whyche dooe ſerue 
to a decente ordre and godlye dilcipline, and fuche as bee 
apte to ſtirre vppe the dulle mynde of manne, to the re⸗ 
membraunce of his duetie to God, by fome notable and 
{pectall figntficacion, whereby he myght bee edified. 


Furthermore, the moſt weightye caute of the 4 
liſhement of tertayne Ceremonies was, that they were fo 
farre abuſed, partely by the {uperftictous blyndenes of the 
rude and vnlearned, and partelye by the vnlaciable aua⸗ 
rice of fuche as foughte more theyr owne lucre then the 
glorye of God: that the abules coulde not well bee taken 
awaye, the thyng remaynyng ſtyll. But nowe as concern⸗ 
png thole pertones, whiche peraduenture will bee offended 
for that ſome of the olde Ceremonies are retayned ſtill: F 
they tonſyder, that wythoute fome Ceremonies it is not 
potlible to kepe anpe ordre or quyete dyſcyplyne in the 
churche: they ſhall eaſilye perteyue iuſte caule to refourme 
theyr iudgementes. And pf they thynke muche that ane 
of the olde Dooe remayne, and woulde rather haue all de⸗ 
uiſed a newe: then fuch menne (grauntyng fom 
monpes conuenpente to bee hadde) furelye where t 
mape bee well dled: ge aha cannot realonablperep

the olde (onelye for theyr age) withoute bewraiyng of thepr 
owne folpe. For in ſuche a cafe they oughte rather to haue 
reuerente vnto them for theyr antyquitye, yf they wyll de⸗ 
clare themfelues to bee more ſtudious of vnitie and con⸗ 
corde, then of innouacions and newe fangleneffe, whiche 
(as muche as mape bee wyth the trewe ſettyng foorthe of 
Chriſtes religion) is alwayes to bee eſchewed. Further⸗ 
more, ſuche ſhall haue no iuſte caule wyth the Ceremonies 
referued, to bee offended: for as thole bee taken awaye 
whiche were moſte abuled, and dydde burden mennes con- 
{ctences wythoute any caule: So the other that remaine 
are retained for a dilcipline, & ordre, which (vpon tuft 
cauſes) may be altered and chaüged, c therfore are not to 
be eſtemed equal with goddes lawe. And moreouer they 
be neyther Darke nor dumme ceremonies, but are fo {et forth 
that euery man map vnderſtande what they dode meane 
and to what bie they do ferue. So that it is not like that 
thei, in time to come, ſhoulde bee abuled as the other haue 
been. And in thefe all our dooynges wee condemne no 
other nacions, nor prefcribe anpe thyng, but to oure owne 
people onelpe. For we thinke it conuentente that euery 
countreye ſhould vſe ſuch ceremonies, as thei thal thynke 
beſte to the ſettyng foorth of goddes honor and glorye: 
and to the reducyng of the people to a moſte per⸗ 
fecte and Godly liuing, without errour or ſuper⸗ 
ſticion: and that they ſhoulde putte awaye 
other thynges, which from time to 
time they percetue to be moſt 
abuſed, as in mennes ordi⸗ 
naunces it often chaüu⸗ 
ceth dyuerllye in 
diuerle coun⸗ 
treyes.

M the faping or ſinging of Hatens ¢ Cuenfong, Baptizyng and 
Burping, the miniſter, in paryſhe churches and chapels annered 
to the fame, ſhall vſe a Surples. And in all Cathedral churches 
and Colledges, tharchdeacons, Deanes, Proueſtes, waiters, 
Prebendarpes and fellowes, being Graduates, map vle in the 

quiere befide theyr Surpleſſes, ſuch hoodes as pertaineth to their feueral de⸗ 

grees, which they haue taken in any vniuerſitie within this realme. But in 
all other places, euerp miniſter thall be at libertie to vfe anx Surples or no. 

It is alfo ſeemely that Graduates, when they dooe preache, ſhoulde vie ſuch 

hooves as pertayneth to theyr feuerall degrees. '

betpde his rochette, a Surples or albe, and a cope or veſtment, and alto his 
paſtorall ſtaffe in bis hande, or elles borne or holden by his chapeleyne. 


@ As touching kneeling, croſling, holding vp of handes, knocking vpon 
the breſt, and other geſtures: they map be vled or left as euery mans deuo⸗ 
cion ſerueth without blame. | 


@ Alfo vpon Chriſimas day, Eſter day, the Alcenſion dape, whitfoondap, 
and the feafte of the Trinitie, may bee vled anye parte of holye ſcripture here⸗ 
after to be certaynly limited and appoynted, in the fede of the Letanp. 


¶ It᷑ there bee a ſermone. or for other greate caute, the Curate by his dit⸗ 
crecion, may leaue out the Letanye, Gloria in ercelfis, the Creve, thomely 
and the exhortacion to the communion,
